XiST the reader conceive to himself a 
clear frosty November morning, the scene 
an open heath, having for the back*>ground 
that huge chain of mountains in which 
Skiddaw and Saddleback are pre-eminent ;

whose black gables^ rendfjred moTC distin- 
guishable by the contrast with thfe whiten- 
ed surface from which t^iey rosfe, we« still 
standing.; the side- walls hiad long since 
given way to time, aij.d, piled in shapelesis 
heaps, and covered with snow, offered fre- 
quent and embarra$'sing obstacles to our 
traveller's progress.

conded him with great spirit, and evedt 
the strange animal they call Safnpsott 
stalked out of his den and seized upon a 
fowling-piece, which my father had laid 
Aside, to take what they call a rifle gua^ 
with which they shoot tygers, &c. in the 
East.

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nicaite^I must have the sympathy of at 
least one friend under. this heart-rending 
calamity, — 

" We were returning home by a foot- 
path, which led through a plantation of 
firs« Lucy had quitted Hazlewood^s arm 
— it is, only the plea of absolute necessity 
which reconciles her to accept his' assist- 
ance. I. still leaned upon his other arm. 
Lucy followed us close, and the servant ^ 
was two or three paces behind us. Such 
was our position, when at once, and as if 
he had started out of the earth, Brown 
stood before us at a short turn of the 
road ! He was very plainly, I might say, 
coarsely dressed, and his whole appear- 
ance had in it something wild and agita- 
ted. I screamed between surprise and 
terror — Hazlewood mistook the nature of 
my alarm, and, when Brown advanced 
towards me as if to speak, commanded 
him haughtily to stand back, and not to 
^larm the lady. Brown replied,, with 



equal asperity, he bad: no occasion t^ 
take les6€^M froin htm how to behave to 
that or any other lady. I rather believe! 
that Hazlewood, impressed with the idea 
that he belonged to the band of smugglers, 
and had some bad purpose in view, heard 
and understood him imperfectly. He 
snatched the gun from the servant, \vh& 
bad come up on a line with us, and points 
ing the muzzle at Brown, commanded him 
to stand off at his periL My screams, for 
my terror prevented my finding articulate 
language, only hastened the catastrophe.

The servant made no attempt to stop 
or secure him, and the report he made of 
the m*atter to those who came up to us, 
induced them rather to exercise their hu« 
inanity in recalling me to life, than shew 
their courage by pursuing a desperado, 
described by the groom as a man of tre- 
mendous personal strength, and complete* 
ly armed. 

*• Hazlewood was conveyed home, that 
28 to Woodbourne, in safety — I trust his 
3VOund will prove in no respect dangerous, 
though he suffers much. But to Brown 
the consequences must be most disastrous. 
He is already the object of my father's re* 
sentment, and he has now incurred danger 
from the law of the country, as well as 
from the clamorous vengeance of the fa* 
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ther of Hazlewood, who threatens to movo 
heaven and earth against the author of his* 
son's wound. How will he be able to 
shroud himself from the vindictive acti- 
vity of th€ pursuit ? how to defend him- 
self, if takeni against the severity of laws 
which I am told may even affect his life ? 
and how can I find means to warn him of 
his danger ? Then poor Lucy's ill-con- 
cealed distress, occasioned by her lover's 
wound, is another source of remorse to 
nie, and every thing round me appears to 
bear witness against that indiscretion 
which has occasipned this calamity. 

" For two days I was very ill indeed* 
The news that Hazlewood was recovering, 
and that the person who had khot him was 
no where to be traced, onlv that for eer- 
tain he was one of the leaders of the gang 
of smugglers, gave me some comfort. The 
suspicion and pursuit being directed to- 
wards those people, must naturally facili* 
tate Brown's escape, and, I trust, has ere 
this ensured it. But patroles of horse ajid . 
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foot traverse the country in all directions, 
and I am tortured by a thousand confused 
and unauthenticated rumours of arrests 
and discoveries* 

** Meanwhile, my gr-eatest source of 
comfort is the generous candour of Hazle- 
wood^ who persists in declaring, that with 
whatever intentions the person by whom 
he was wounded approached our party, he 
is convinced that the gun went off in the 
struggle by accident, and that the injury 
^e received was undesigned* The groonv 
on the other hand, maintains that tlie piece 
was wrenched out of Hazle wood's hands^ 
and deliberately pointed at his bojdy, OiUd 
Jjicy inclines to the same opinion-rl do 
not suspect them of intentional exaggera^ 
tion, yet such is the fallacy of human tes- 
timony, for the unhappy shot was most 
unquestionably discharged unintentional* 
jy. Perhaps it would be the best way to 
confide the whole secret to Hazlewood — 
but he is very young, and I feel the ut» 
most repugnance to communicate to him 
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my folly. I once thought of disclosiBg the 
mystery to Lucy, and began by asking what 
she recollected of the person and features 
of the man whom we had so unfortunately 
met — ^bnt she ran out into such a horrid 
description of a hedge-ruffian, that I was^ 
deprived of all courage and disposition ta 
own my attachment to him. I must say 
Misa Bertr&ni is strangely biassed by her 
prepossessionsi fbr there are few hand** 
somer men than poor Brown* I had not 
se^i him fdr a long time, and even in his 
strange and sudden apparition on this uh« 
happy occasion, and under every disad* 
vantage, his form seems to me, on refleo- 
tion, improved in grace, and his .features 

in expressive dignity. — Shall we ever meet

ag^in ? Who can answer that question ?^p- 
Write to me kindly, my dearest Matilda — 
but when did you otherwise ? — yet, again» 
writ^ to me soon, and write to me Hindly. 
I am not in a situation to profit by advice 
or reproof, nor have I my usual spirits to 
parry diem by raillery, I feel the terrors. 
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ifk child, who has, in heedless sport, put 
in motion some powerful piece of machi* 
nery ; and, while he beholds wheels revol- 
ving, chains clashing, cylinders rolling 
around him, is equally astonished at the 
tremendous powers which his weak agen- 
cy ba3 called into action, and terrified for 
the consequences Avhich he is compelled 
to await without the possibility of tivert* 
inj^ tiiem. 

^ ^^ I must not omit to say that my father 
is very kind and affectionate. The alarm 
which I have received forms a sufficient 
apology for my nervous complaints. My 
hopes are, that Brown has made his escape

Among those who took the most lively 
interest in endeavouring to discover the

His motives for exertion upon this occa-

being actuated by any zealous or iutenv^ 
perate love of abstract justice* 

The truth was, that this respectable 
gentleman felt himself less at ease than 
he had expected, when his machinations 
put him into possession of his benefactor's 
estate. His reflections within doors, where 
so much occurred to remind him of formei^ 
tinges, were not always the self-congratu- 
lations of successful stratagem. And whe^n 
he looked abroad, he could not but be sen- 
sible that he was excluded from the socie- 
ty of the gentry of the country, to w-hose 
rank lia^ conceived he had raised himself. 
He. was not admitted to their clubs, audi 
at meetings of a public nature found him- 
self thwarted and looked upon with cold* 
ness and contempt.

~with them he was1)are Glossin^ and so 
incredibly was his vanity interested by 
this trifling circumstance, that he was. 
known to give half-a-crown to a beggar, 
because he had thrice called him Elian*- 
gowan, in beseeching him for a penny. 
He therefore felt acutely thegenerial want 
of respect, and particularly when he con* 
trasted his own character and reception in 
society with that of Mr ]^ac*Morlan, who, 
in far inferior worldly circumstances, was 
beloved and respected both by rich and 
poor, and was slowly but securely laying 
the foundation of a moderate fortune, with 
the general good-will and esteem of all 
who knew him.

To acquire tb& goo4 
opinion and countenance of Colonel M^i^ 
nering would be no amall object to.a genr 
tleman wbo was much disposed to escape 
from Coventry ; and to gain the fayour of 
old Hazle woody wbo w^s a leading man 
in tbe count;ry, was of more importance 
still. Lastly, if be sbould succeed in dis* 
covering, apprehending, and convictiiig

sheriff-substitute of the county, this sort 
of investigation properly belonged, and 
who would c<srtainly suffer in public opi-

Actuated by motives so stimulating, and

Mannering, with Sampson for his 
companion, lost no time in his journey 
to Edinburgh.

. The period was near the end: of the 
American war. The desire of room, of 
air, and of decent accommodation, had not 
as yet made very much progress an th/e ca- 
pital of Scotland.
